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Final Official Action 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1, 5-9,13-18 are allowed. 

Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 USC §1 12, first paragraph. 
Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 USC §1 12, second paragraph. 

Rejections under 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

These claims a process whereby, "said normal predetermined execution time" is 
determined "upon expiry of the counter timer". As the " normal predetermined execution 
time" is used immediately, and computed or stored prior to expiry of the counter, it in 
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effect can not be "predetermined". Additionally, as "determining" is used in the 
specification, it refers to calculating or some other high level abstraction, and cannot 
reasonably be interpreted as simply referencing, reading or locating for access. 
Therefore, these claims are unable to be understood based on basic engineering 
principles the related disclosure and have not been examined against the prior art. 

Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The peculiar and incorrect use of "predetermined" 
and illogical ordering of the claims processing as shown above render this claim 
indefinite as the Examiner is unable to understand functional metes and bounds of the 
claims. As such these claims have not been examined against the prior art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 5-9,13-18 are allowed. 

Response to Applicant's Arguments 

The Examiner has considered the arguments presented and allowed the above 
claims in view of the amendments and supporting arguments context. The remaining 
claims (10-12) are in state which prevents further examination.
